try has reached its zenith and 
is going into decay forever. 

The history of the pure 
bred business in this country, 
as in all other countries, evin- 
ces good, bad and indifferent times. The cattle industry has pass- 
ed through various stages the past thirty years. Fluctuations have 
been much in evidence. It can now be said without any hesitation 
that we have passed successfully through the transition stage. 
There was a time when so much was written about searcity of cattle 
that one was somewhat bewildered. The situation today is that we 
have more people, plenty of cheap feed and we should be raising 
more cattle, 

Probably the most concrete figures of the Aberdeen-Aberdeen. 
Angus breed can be taken from the Association’s fiscal year which 
ended October 31, 1921. We find that there were 17,442 registra- 
tions and 13,548 transfers recorded. This shows a decrease of reg- 
istrations as compared with the year 1920 of 25 per cent, or in oth-

compared with the year 1917. 
In 1919 there was an increase 
in transfers of 16 per cent as 
compared with the year 1918. 
In 1920 there was a decrease 
in transfers of 11 per cent as compared with the year 1919.- The 
year 1921 showed a decrease in transfers as compared with the year 
1920 of 46 per cent. 

During’ the past ten years we find that the membership enroll- 
ment has run from 157 new members per year in 1912 to 530 in 1917 
which was the peak of enrollment of new members. 

The enrollment per year of new members is as follows: 1912, 
157; 1918, 181; 1914, 303; 1915, 287; 1916, 4385; 1917, 580; 1918, 442; 
1919, 507; 1920, 395 and during the fiscal year 1921, 161 were en- 
rolled. Notwithstanding these fluctuations which give a very ac- 
curate survey of the activities among breeders, it is gratifying to 
know that during the most trying year in Aberdeen-Angus affairs 
in this country the real spirit of Aberdeen- (Continued on page 14 
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Marked Change is Due in the Cattle Traqe . 


Cattle trade is ripe for a 
change and when it happens it 
will be a change for the select. 
Reference to the “dope” will dis- 
close the fact that an advance in 
hogs and sheep is invariably fol- 
lowed by appreciation in cattle 
values. Hogs have advanced 
about $1.50 per cwt, since the 
low spot was uncovered in De- 
cember, while sheep and lambs 
have been marked up $3 to $4 per cwt. Cattle values have been 
represented by restricted beef production and a disposition to jetti- 
son steers that have been on feed just long enough to impart a 
veneer of beef, a condition in whcih cattle never were acceptable 
to killers. It might be warranted if corn was worth a dollar in the 
feed lot, and the only assignable reasons for such sacrifice at this 
juncture is financial necessity together with lack of confidence on 
the part of beef makers. 

Since the turn of the new year, cattle trade conditions have 
undergone a radical change. Killers are no longer clamorous for 
light steers, but are actually riding hard in quest of bullocks weigh- 
ing 1,400 to 1,600 lbs., paying $8.50 to $9.50 for cattle that were 
without a stable trading basis all last fall when neither weight 
nor quality was an asset. Supply has swung violently in the op- 
posite direction a large proportion of the crop running at 1,000 at 
1,100 lbs. cattle in decent fedder flesh, that sell at $6.75 at $7.25 
and are not wanted on that basis. Anything that has been on corn 
100 days, or longer, gets prompt action and when a buyer spots a 
drove of steers for which he feels justified in bidding $8.50 to $9.50 
per cwt., he displays anxiety to acquire possession. Just how long 
liquidation of 60 day cattle 
will continue is the problem. 
In most instance these cattle 
could not be replaced in the 
feed lot for what they realize 
on going to the shambles. 
Sooner or later this fact will 
be realized, in any event 
March will find the residue of 
the crop in stronger hands 
and the more corn cattle eat, 
the more attractive will 
they be to killer when they 
do reach the stock yards. If 
even 50 per cent of the short 
fed stuff now being thrown 
overboard could be held the 
market would present a rad- 
ically different appearance. 
Before long the turn of the 
road will be reached, fat cat- 
tle will advance $1 per cwt. 
and a clamor for stuff to put 
on feed will ensue. The whole 
situation may change over 
night. 

A long range view of the 
prospect warrants conclu- 
sions: 

That cattle production all 
over this North American 
Continent, Canada and Mexi- 
co included, has declined during the past four years to the lowest 
ebb in a quarter of a century. 

That had beef consumption not been seriously restricted, main- 
ly by industrial depression, during the closing year long advertised 
shortage would have developed in the acute stage. 

That the entire Western pastoral region is confronted with a 
gigantic restocking task which will be prosecuted vigorously as 
rapidly as capital is available for the investment. 

That in this restocking process the pedigreed herds of the 
country will be taxed to the full extent of the annual increase. 

That grade cows have advanced all over the West $10 to $20 
per head since War Finance Corporation assistance became avail- 
able, and that a 100 per cent increase in value compared with this 
year’s low levels is not illogical. 

That the great grass country cannot thrive without cattle, no 
other means of utilizing its principal crop existing. 

That the industry, now at the inception of rehabilitation, will 
not be on a scrub basis, the fact being generally recognized that 
jt is not economic to raise either a scrub or a low grade steer.

sentiment will promptly change. Injection of a modicum of cop. 
fidence will work wonders. Already the market has responded to 
substantial relief afforded by cessation of liquidation and if history 
repeats, as it has a habit of doing, a few months hence bovine 
property, that has not com- 
manded respect recently, will 
be coveted. 

At the Denver show sale 
a train of significant events 
developed. The auction of 
stock cattle changed hands 
. promptly, as high as $10 per 
cwt. being paid for prize win- 
ners, $7 to $7.85 purchasing a 
large percentage of the offer- 
ing, a fact that should dis- 
pell some of the gloom coagu- 
lating in trade circles as 
these cattle were not purchas- 
ed by novices, but went into 
the hands of some of the most 
successful and_ experienced 
men in the business. That a 
shortage of stock cattle im- 
pends, if, indeed it has not al- 
ready emerged from the the- 
oretic stage is generally ad- 
mitted. 

This can only be constru- 
ed as insuring beef shortage 
when the present crop of 
steers in feeders’ hands has 
gone to the shambles. Al- 
ready contracts are being 
made for cattle to restock 
Kansas grass for the coming 
season and wide-awake graziers all over the country are taking 
time by the forelock laying in thin steers at prices so dangerously 
close to quotations on fat bullocks as to evoke alarm. 

Frank S. Hastings, manager of the noted Texas S. M. S. ranch 
and one of the foremost cattlemen of North America said, “In my 
20 years’ of experience I have-never known such an inquiry for all 
classes of cattle. From Kansas alone we have been asked to quote 
prices on 12,000 cattle. When they get our figures they will throw 
a fit. We have also had a broad inquiry from the Northwest for 
two year old steers for spring delivery, but are pricing nothing ex- 
cept for immediate delivery.” a 

It is Hastings’ opinion, based on information from all parts of 
the feeding and grazing area that demand for all kinds of cattle, 
including cows is due to assume insistence. On this account a 
breeders are turning down offers for two year old heifers, although 
inquiry is constantly developing breadth and_ insistence. WA “4

“International” Observations. 
By C. D. Lowe. 

It was a distinct compliment to the breed- 
ers of Aberdeen-Angus cattle, that they 
made such a favorable numerical showing, 
as compared with the Shorthorn and Here- 
ford breeds, at the recent Jnternational. 

A summary of the animals shown in the 
single breeding classes discloses that 231 
head of Aberdeen-Angus were led into the 
ring, while Herefords presented 312 head 
and the Shorthorns, (including one extra 
class) showed 346 head. When it is taken 
into consideration that there are approxi- 
mately four head of Shorthorns and four 
head of Herefords to every head of. Aber- 
deen-Angus in America, such an exhibition 
as noted above can not be considered any- 
thing but commendatory to the “doddie” 
fraternity as a whole and especially to those 
of them who contributed to this show by 
being exhibitors. 

The largest Aberdeen-Angus class was 
that of the senior heifer calves, in which 30 
head were shown, to be followed closely by 
the junior heifer calves with 29 head and 
the senior yearlings with 28 head. The 
latter class was generally considered to have 
been the greatest class of females of the 
breed ever gotten together. 

The largest bull class was also found in 
the senior calves, which numbered 19 head, 
to be followed by the junior yearlings and 
junior calves, which were tied with 17 head 
each. 

As a whole it was undoubtedly the great- 
est collection of the breed yet assembled in 
anv American show ring. The uniform and 
outstanding quality of the majority of the 
classes from top to bottom was the strength 
of the show and largely responsible for giv- 
ing it the supreme rating, as the general 
excellence of the first prize winners has 
probably been higher in previous shows. 


Tennessee at the “International.” 

Because of the record made by Tennessee 
exhibitors of Aberdeen-Angus in the “Inter- 
nationals” of late years, there is undoubt- 
edly general interest in knowing just’ how 
they succeeded in upholding their previous 
standings in the 1921 show. 

The State, was represented by only two 
herds, that of Ames Plantation of Grand 
Junction and Dr. J. I. Huggins of Dandridge. 
A final analysis of the awards won by each 
establishment shows that they were practic- 
allv tied, as each won a “first” and three 
placings each above “fourth.” 

The places won by the two herds combined 
were as follows: 2 firsts, 1 second, 3 thirds, 


5 fourths, 2 fifths, 2 sixths, 1 seventh, 3 
eighths, 3 ninths, 2 tenths, or a total of 24 
prizes. 

Such winnings in a show, such wonder- 
ful merit, speak volumes for the progress 
being made by the breeders of the state and 
especially so, when it is known that with 
the exception of one animal which stood 
fourth, the cattle shown were the products 
of the herds of this Sunny Southern State.

Panhandle Faces Cattle Shortage. 


The Denver Daily Record Stockman gives 
us this inkling as to Texas conditions: 

“Texas ranges are in bad shape—figures 
compiled show difference of $16,500,000 that 
will be brought into Panhandle country next 
spring from sale of aged steers. 

“Over 70,000 head of two and three year 
old steers are being wintered in the Texas 
Panhandle country, according to figures 
compiled by an Amarillo cattleman in close 
touch with the situation. This number com- 
pares with 200,000 head of the same class 
of stock estimated to have been wintered in 
the same district three years ago. 

“Said this man to a representative of the 
Fort Worth Daily Live Stock Reporter: 

“Those seventy thousand cattle are worth, 
or rather will be worth in the spring, may- 
be, $50 a head. Let us grant that they will 
sell for an average of $50 a head, that will 
make the whole herd worth $3,500,000. Three 
years ago the 200,000 aged steers in the Pan- 
handle sold at an average of $100 a head. 
or the entire herd brought $20,000,000. So 
it is easily seen that there is a difference 
of $16,500,000 in the amount of money that 
will be brought into the Panhandle next 
spring from the sale of aged steers. Where 
has that money and the cattle gone? I do 
not know. But I do know that we have only 
one-third of the normal number of aged 
steers in the Panhandle and that those 
steers are only worth one-half of what they 
were a year ago. 

“That shortage of cattle has not come up- 
on us all at once, although it is true that 
during the last year the number of aged 
steers has been cut into. But, for the last 
five years in all parts of the cattle breeding 
section of the United States there has been 
a decline in the number of cattle produced 
for various reasons. 

“Five years ago the drouth in Southern 
Texas, New Mexico and Arizona caused 
many of the finest breeding cattle in the 
world to be shipped to market. Many cows 
died. Calves were sold on the market as 
vealers and the ranges generally depleted. 
Follow that with two hard winters in th2 
Panhandle and the Northwestern country 
and then the drouth of 1919 in the north-

It was from that sort that the animals that made 
the fame of Tillyfour herd came; the sort in the 
handling of which was to be the work of McCombie, 
to evolve order and definite type out of raw, rough 
materials represented by the native cattle of his native 
country, Mr, Barclay recognizing the fact that it 
was the old local sorts that Mr. McCombie manipu- 
lated during his early years as a breeder. 

In the phrase “rough material” I find something 
interesting, for that very well may be taken as des- 
criptive of what was generally designated as “runts’’ 
in the market p’aces in those days. Now, the term 
“rynts” was not a term of derogation in those days, 
it was a regular market standard of repute applied 
to a certain definite sort or animal, rougish if you 
like to call it, which simply meant the cattle that had 
roughed it in the pastures without coddling. The 
term runts was applicable to the best sort of the na- 
tive cattle, of a marketable kind; the kind that did 
famously when put to pasture in the south; the kind 
that looked to Boswell almost as half-starved but 
which had lost none of the inherent potencies of the 
breed for laying on fat and coming to the top when 
set to do their bit on more kind’y disposed treatment. 

The term runts, as applicable then, is just as that 
understood in England today. We have noted des-

“Welsh runts were in good force and maintained a 
prominent position in the exhibition’ of Smithfield 
Club (Daily News, Dec. 14, 1886). Pennant, in the 
early part of the century, too, spoke of ‘“‘Multitudes of 
large cattle they called runts. The Welsh runts are 
much larger. The weights of these We’sh runts at 
Smithfield were indeed phenomenal from 22 to 23 
ewt,, over 2498 pounds weight, was the heaviest beast 
in the show of 1888. Another, a cow is set down at 
2214 pounds. It, therefore will be seen that we must 
not think of these runts mentioned by the writers 
we have quoted, as refering to zattle of those days as 
heing at all inferior or degenerate, but the very re- 
frerse, 

It is of particular importance to note the origin of 
those Black Megs—Black Meg, the dam of Panmure 51 
and Black Meg, the dam of Queen Mother. These 
Buchan humlies were held in reverent esteem by the 
breeders of Panmure and Queen, They were enthus- 
iasts as to the potent influence and comely form of 
the Buchan cattle and they regarded them as the 
sure foundations of herds that wanted to rise to fame; 
and in consequence sought them with eagerness. They 
knew what they wanted, animals that would intro- 
auce a more popular type among their cattle. The 
fame of these B’ack Megs spread and there were many 
breeders seeking the sort, the name was a household 
one even at Keillor. All knew where the sort came 
from and there was evidently much competition for 
their possession. Among these were of course the 
McCombies, they knew of them traditionally. Charles 
himself distributing them at Trinity, Muir, Brechin, 
and it would therefore be only natural, after the 
tremendous sensation they created at Dundee, 1843, 
sweeping the boards clean of the chief honors, carry- 
ing the prizes away apparently with no trouble. For 
William of Tillyfour, to be present at the Fullerton 
sale of 1844 to secure there several of the blood was 2a 
very probable thing. In making these selections Mr. 
McCombie was only taking home again the native 
county sort; he had simply gone to Forfarshire at that 
time to rescue representatives of the Buchan humlies, 
of the kind of Aikey Brae. McCombie’s purchase of 
Queen and others of her kind was epoch making. 
Farquharson Taylor’s purchase of Panmure was equal- 
ly so. The difference between the aparent ef- 
tect was that the name Queen became transmittd as 
a family name, while that of Panmure, as a sire, of 
course only stood out in particular generations. The 
adopted system of martrilinear descent made that in- 
evitab'e; the partrilineal not giving the sire the some 
advantage. Hence the family of Queen could carry 
on; that of Panmure, while a sire of many founda- 
tions in Aberdeenshire, of course drifted into the 
ranks of “breeder unknown.” But the fact of Pan- 
mure and Queen, products of the Black Meg sort of 
Buchan, having been brought “back” from the place 
of their ‘venting’ jn Forfarshire, was only a natural 
homecoming; and it was a welcome one they found at 
Wellhouse and Tillyfour, where their worth, source 
and quality were known and appreciated—and where 
their influence was safely directed. Farquharson Tay- 
lor was in his day well known at Trinity Muir mar- 
ket. We find notices of his appearance there with 
prime polled cattle that were always in the top mar- 
ket quotations. He had fo’lowed the traditional 
route and outlet for the surplus stock of the county— 
the trail well trodden by Charles and William, who 
made it one of their way going, stopping places oc- 
casionally, in their southern market itinerary. 

No wonder the Buchan breed of Aberdeenshire had 
such fame. There was no other kind in the north 
that had so much praise bestowed upon it from the 
very earliest time they came to be a market commod- 
ity with the great dealers of the north and the south 


It is indeed surprising to read these estimates, while 


searching for descriptions of the same kind relating 
to other sections. 

Breeders today are inclined to ignore ancient his- 
tory, and the “ghostly” ancestors of the present 
breed. These breeders forget that but for these fig- 
ures there would have been no materializing of the 
superb individuals of their own breeding; the cham- 
pions that stamp them as masters in the creative art, 
which certainly glorify these ancestors, about which 
it has seemed we should know more about. The late 
Mr. Gudgell, of Gudgell and Simpson, who acquired 
my Knight of St. Patrick (which has likewise gone 
we presume into the ghostly shadows of the past, but 
has left a fine list of descendants) once remarked 
te me that “It was the first three or four top-sires 
that counted—if they were all right, he would be 
sure the beast in hand would be ali right.” Truly: 
for. these top four would not have been the imme- 
diate parents of such an animal unless they them- 
selves had been good; nor they been highly rated

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FIVE PRINCIPAL LIVE STOCK MARKETS OF 
CANDA EXPERIENCE FALL OFF IN 1921. 


We have repeatedly insisted through these columns that there 
was a shortage of cattle on the entire continent and this conclusion 
was arrived at after carefully watching the market papers from 
all parts of the country. The Edmonton, Alberta, Bulletin of Jan- 
uary 21st, contains an extract from the Live Stock branch of the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture which makes a comparison 
of receipts at the five principal Canadian points, viz: Toronto, 
Montreal, Winnipeg, Calgary and Edmonton, revealing a shrinkage 
of 143,521 head of cattle and a shrinkage of 33,533 head of calves 
for the period of 1921 as against 1920. Undoubtedly this indicates 
a further decrease for 1922 for surely liquidation has forced an 
amazing amount of breeding cattle onto the various markets of 
the continent. Therefore it would seem that the very near future 
should bring an upturn in the cattle industry which will surely in- 
clude the pure bred breeding stock of the land.

FIVE HUNDRED LIVE STOCK MEN REPORT

Recently the United States Department of Agriculture received 
some 500 replies from the questionaires sent out from that de- 
partment to farmers and breeders of live stock in which it was de- 
clared that the pure bred sire had produced results ranging from 
10 to 400 per cent better than the ordinary sire.

unless their immediately preceding ancestors had 
likewise been good, and so on to the end of the rec- 
ord. The ghosts of the past still walk. But these 
top sires must contain the dominant characters that 
had made their ancestors worth preserving. They 
must be the sure holders and transmitters of these 
individual characters spoken of that are in them- 
selves independent and handed along intact, without 
change, from their first appearance to the last. 
Only, of course such characters may not be so handed 
directly from sire to sire, as we know that it may 
be shifted around. But that sifting can only happen 
when the other contributing parental elements have 
failed to receive their share of the same, they are 
useless as one of the top four, unless they do so 
contain these priceless character elements. 

It is reported that an Englishman asked the late 
United States Ambassador Page, “In what light do 
the English show to best advantage in history?” 
To which the ambassador replied ,“‘As ancestors to 
the Americans.” There could hardly be a_ better 
suggestion as to the importance in our eyes of the an- 
cestors of the Aberdeen-Angus whose story we are 
endeavoring to trace. Without ancestors there would 
have been no Aberdeen-Angus; and without the right 
sort of ancestors there would have been no breed such 
as the Aberdeen-Angus. What these factors were that, 
being present in the breed, appealed to the breeders 
as those of cattle such as they had in their minds 
to see bred and in the markets, we are just now be- 
ginning to locate in these ancestors of the present 
breed. 

Looking at the breed as it is today, we have now 
shown its sources, in those ancestors found in Aber- 
deenshire, the only possible ones discoverable in the 
whole range of literature on the subject that exists. 
From the earliest contemporary authorities, step by 
step has that lineage been traced back to the only 
source apparently capable of ever making the present 
possible; and the presentation of that has brought 
the heroes of the dead past back into memory for the 
paying of this tribute due to them as the great un- 
knowns.

but when the figures are interpreted a dif- 
ferent set of conditions is revealed. The 
year 1913 was a period of cattle accumula- 
tion, while 1921 was one of liquidation, due 
to financial exigencies and necessity for 
meeting maturing loans necessitating sacri- 
fice of not less than 2,000,000 cattle that 
otherwise would still figure in the visible’ 
supply. 

If necessity for similar liquidation this 
year is averted the run will show a 25 per 
cent shrinkage. Since 1913 the meat eating 
population has increased, although, at the 
moment beef consumption is restricted by in- 
dustrial depression. 

The cattle industry all over North Amer- 
ica, including Mexico and Canada needs re- 
habilitation, otherwise beef will become a 
scarce commodity. Cattle scarcity means 
higher prices which in turn will attract cap- 
ital. The situation and the prospect both 
favor the producer, even if the fat cattle 
market is in need of the services of a com- 
petent apologist at the moment.

Secretary Makes Address at State Meeting. 
(Continued from page 3) 


Angus breeders was manifested by the loyal 
manner in which they exhibited the best 
specimens of their herds at all the leading 
Fairs, Shows and Expositions throughout 
the country. It is conceded by all leading 
authorities that the Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
ers in the year 1921 exhibited in greater 
numbers and the most outstanding individ- 
uals ever exhibited in any one year. 1921 
will also be long remembered by _ the 
achievements of our breed at the Fat Stock 
Shows, including the International. It must 
also be admitted that there has never been 
any finer chapter written in the breed’s his- 
tory than the work of the Calf Clubs. That 
“Youth leads the way” has been true in ev- 
ery sense of the word as far as Calf Club 
work is concerned throughout the country. 

The success of the Aberdeen-Angus calves 
and the boys and girls who have exhibited 
them has surely been very gratifying to Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breeders as a whole. Not- 
withstanding the material reduction in pre- 
miums offered, the Association was able to 
distribute in the fiscal year 1921 money on 
awards at 54 State Fairs, Shows and Expo- 
sitions and cash premiums and watches 
were distributed to 48 Calf Clubs and Jun- 
ior Live Stock Shows in 12 different states 
and three Provinces in Canada. 

Literature in form of leaflets, booklets 
and photogravures were sent by the Asso- 
ciation to 1,560 inquiries. 30,775 circular 
letters; 12,000 booklets entitled “Results of 
Fat Stock Shows,” 5,000 leaflets entitled, 
“‘What’s Under the Hide’’ and 1,000 charts 
were also sent out. 

Notwithstanding the depression during the 
last year, it should be very gratifying to 
breeders to know that fifty-two Aberdeen- 
Angus public sales were held in twelve dif- 
ferent states and Canada and an average 
price per head of $272.39 was made on 2,332 
cattle. 

The success of our breed at the Interna- 
tional Live Stock Show at Chicago in win- 
ning the “loin’s share” of the premiums in 
competition with other breeds which far out- 
number the Aberdeen-Angus throughout the 
country, should be a source of much encour- 
agement to Aberdeen-Angus breeders, and 
assure them of future prosperity. 

I have only touched a few points which 
have appealed to me as the salient indica- 
tors of assurance of activity in the pure bred 
beef business in general and Aberdeen-An- 
gus in particular. 

Our immense cattle industry, which has 
grown to such proportions and has spread 
over such vast territories in this country, 
has its sheet anchor or foundation in the 
use of pure biood, and, furthermore, it is 
dependent on the use of pure bred animals 
in order to maintain the perfection it has 
already reached. There is nothing that wil! 
do more for the attainment of greater per- 
fection in beef cattle than more liberal use 
of pure bred Aberdeen-Angus or some of 
the other recognized beef breeds. If the 
pure bred beef cattle associations and their 
members were to forsake their noble work 
such action would be a calamity to the beef 
cattle industry of this country and the noted 
specimens of beef animals would soon be al- 
lowed to deteriorate to the old time dogies 
and scrubs. The pure bred beef cattle asso- 
ciations and the systematic methods of keep- 
ing pure bred animals are here to stay as 
long as our country continues to be a leader 
in the important branch of agriculture 
known as beef production. 

There are only about forty-two million 
beef animals in the United States and con- 
siderably less than one million pure bred
